FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


State  of  Montana, 
Office  of  Register  of  State  Lands, 

Helena,    Montana,    December    1st,    1898. 
To  His  Excellency,  Robert  B.  Smith,  Governor  of  Montana: 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3592  of  the  Political 
Code,  I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  business  of  the  State  Land  De- 
partment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30th,  1898;  also  a  statement 
in  condensed  form  showing  the  amount  of  sales  and  leases  for  the  benefit  of 
the  various  funds  during  year  ending  November  30th,  1897,  together  with  a 
table  showing  present  status  o'f  the  several  land  grants  under  the  charge 
of  this  office.  The  matter  contained  in  said  table  will  be  found  in  extended 
form,  by  counties,   in  the  report  of  the  State    Board   of    Land    Commissioners. 

The  Register  is  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  the  great  increase  of  the 
business  of  this  department,  particularly  in  the  number  of  new  leases,  for, 
while  the  lands  sold  have  brought  good  prices,  it  seems  better  for  the  State 
to  lease  the  lands  and  thus  derive  a  permanent  benefit  therefrom,  besides  get- 
ting the  benefit  of  a  constant  increase  in  the  value  of  the  land.  During  the 
past  two  years,  971  Leases  and  Permits  covering  402,952  acres,  yielding  an  annu- 
al rental  of  $78,662.83,  have  been  issued  as  against  527  leases  and  permits  cov- 
ering 175,558  acres,  yielding  $27,469  annual  rental,  this  being  the  total  num- 
ber issued  for  the  six  preceding  years. 

The  cash  receipts  of  this  office  for  the  past  two  years  show  an  increase  of 
about  300  per  cent  over  any  like  period  in  the  past  history  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

A  large  amount  of  first  class  grazing  lands  have  been  selected  during  the 
past  year  all  which  have  been  promptly  leased  by  responsible  parties  at  the 
rate  of  $80.00  per  section. 

If  the  present  policy  of  the  State  is  continued  a  further  increase  may  be 
expected,  and,  had  it  prevailed  since  the  organization  of  the  State,  over  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  more  would  have  been  paid  into  the  several  funds.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Having  made  the  matter  of  handling  the  lands  held  in  trust  by  the  State 
the  subject  of  careful  study  during  the  past  two  years,  with  a  view  to  an  in- 
crease of  the  revenues  derived  therefrom,  and  a  full  development  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  schools  and  institutions  dependent  thereon,  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  make  the  following  recommendations  which  may  properly  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners. 
FiiPt:-- 

I  recommend  that  all  school  and  university  lands  be  withdrawn  from  sale, 
this  being  in  line  with  the  message  of  the  Governor  to  the  Fifth  Legislative 
Assembly;  not  only  for  the  reasons  given  in  said  message,  but  also  because  it 
is  more  to  the  interest  of  the  schools  to  receive  an  annual  income  from  the 
leasing  of  said  lands,  than  to  sell  them  and  trust  to  opportunities  arising  for 
the  favorable  investment  of  the  funds  derived  from  their  sale,  with  the  prac- 
tical result  of  a  large  part  of  the  funds  lying  idle  and  producing  no  income 
whatever.  If  they  are  not  sold,  but  leaseed,  they  will  constantly  increase 
in  value.  Had  Illinois,  for  example,  retained  its  school  lands,  instead  of  sell- 
ing them  f'»r  a  low  price  in  the  early  days,  the  present  revenue  would  exceed 
the  cost  of  maintaining  its  schools.  Montana  should  profit  by  the  experience  of 
the  older  States.  I  am  informed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Lands  of  the 
State  of  Washington,  that  they  have  withdrawn  their  school  lands  from  sale, 
and  I  respectfully  urge,  that  we  do  the  same. 
Second: — 

I  recommend  that    every   effort   be  made    to    increase    the    acreage    leased, 
and,   with  that   end  in  view  make  the  folllowing  suggestion: 

The  law  requires  that  the  State  lands  be  appraised  every  five  years, 
but  gives  the  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  power  to  reduce  the  appraise- 
ment ten  per  cent,  in  any  year.  It  being  far  better  to  lease  the  lands  at  a 
low  rental,  not  only  for  the  revenue  so  obtained,  but  also  because  the  lands 
so  leased  will  be  greatly  improved  in  value,  I  recommend  that  the  apprais- 
al of  each  unleased  tract  of  land  be  reduced  ten  per  cent  each  year  until  the 
same  is  leased,  or  a  new  appraisal  made.  Also,  in  view  of  the  increased  de- 
mand for  lands,  when  a  public  leasing  is  held,  I  recommend  in  this  connec- 
tion that,  after  two  and  one-half  years  shall  have  elapsed  after  the  lands 
in  any  county  have  been  appraised  and  offered  for  lease  that  the  lands-  un 
leased  be  again  offered  for  lease  to  the  highest  bidder  at  a  public  leasing 
at  a  reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent  from  the  former  appraisal.  I  believe 
that  the  increased  revenues  would  far  more  than  cover  the  expense  of  adver- 
tising and  holding  such  public  leasing. 
Third:  — 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  lands  granted  to  the  vari- 
ous institutions  have  been  selected  as  grazing  lands  and  are  of  small  value, 
and  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  agricultural  lands  have  been  about  all 
taken  up  by  settlers,  it  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  small  amount  of 
selections  from  timber  lands  which  will  remain  unsold  for  several  years,  and 
from  grazing  lands  which  cannot  be  sold  but  can  be  leased,  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  board  by  resolution  ask  our  Legislature  at  its  coming  ses- 
sion to  memorialize  the  Congress  or  the  United  States  for  an  additional 
grant  of  100,000  acres  for  each  of  the  institutions  having  grants  and  also  for 
100,000  acres  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  an  insane  asylum,  and 
the   same   amount  for  a   miners'    hospital  (these  grants  having  been  made  the 
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state  of  Utah),  and  also  the  additional  grant  of  sections  2  and  32  in  each 
township  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools.  As  these  lands  would  ne- 
cessarily be  grazing  in  character,  it  would  work  no  hardship  on  anyone, 
would  help  our  institutions  in  their  infancy  and  be  hailed  with  pleasure  by 
the  stockmen,  as  they  would  then  be  able  to  lease  and  preserve  the  range 
from  overcrowding.  That  it  is  not  asking  too  much  will  be  conceded  after 
an  examination  of  the  Table  No.  1,  whereby  it  may  be  seen  that  the  aver- 
age value  of  the  lands  granted  this  State  is  only  $1.47  per  acre,  whereas 
the  lands  granted  the  other  states1  were  easily  worth  three  times  that  value. 
I  believe  that  if  proper  efforts  be  made,  an  additional  endowment  can  be  se- 
cured for  the  benefit  of  all  parties  concerned. 
Fourth:— 

In  view  of  the  amount  of  office  work  involved  in  the  transaction  of  the 
business  and  correspondence  of  this  department,  I  respectfully  ask  that  the 
allowance  of  an  extra  clerk  in  this  office  for  the  past  two  years  be  continued 
on  a  permanent  basis,  for  the  reason  that  it  would  be  wholly  impossible  to 
get  along  without  it."
